WHEREAS,  Human  immunodeficiency  virus  (HIV)  and  acquired  immune 
deficiency  syndrome  (AIDS)  is  the  leading  killer  in  sub-Saharan  Africa,  home  to  10  percent  of 
the  world's  population  but  70  percent  of  the  world's  HIV  and  AIDS  cases,  and  the  United 
Nations  reports  that  in  1998,  alone,  more  than  2,000,000  people  in  Africa  died  of  HIV  and 
AIDS;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  recent  study  by  Doctors  Without  Borders  concluded  that,  in 
industrialized  countries  where  HIV  and  AIDS  patients  can  afford  to  pay  for  drug  therapy, 
AIDS-related  mortality  has  decreased  by  more  than  70  percent;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Unfortunately,  these  life-prolonging  treatments  remain  largely  out  of  reach 
for  most  of  Africa's  population  due  to  the  high  prices  of  these  drugs;  and,

WHEREAS,  in  1996,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  adopted  an  Integrated  Pest 
Management  Ordinance  mandating  that  San  Francisco  minimize  its  pesticide  use  and  reduce 
the  negative  impact  of  pesticides  on  people  and  the  environment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Integrated  Pest  Management  Ordinance  does  not  currently  include 
any  wood  preservatives  on  the  "Approved  List  of  Reduced  Risk  Pesticides"  for  San  Francisco;

WHEREAS,  the  U.S.  EPA  estimates  that  nearly  700  million  pounds  of  wood

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WHEREAS,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  prohibits  the  use,  requisition  or 
purchase,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  any  City  or  County  department  or  agency,  of  any  tropical 
hardwoods  or  tropical  hardwood  wood  products  as  well  as  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood 
wood  products;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  US  EPA  has  classified  Pentachlorophenol  (Penta),  the  most 
commonly  used  wood  preservative,  as  a  Group  B2,  probable  human  carcinogen,  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  contaminants  of  Penta,  namely  dioxins,  furans,  and 
hexachlorobenzene  (HCB)  are  all  recognized  as  carcinogens,  mutagens,  teratogens,  and 
endocrine  disrupters;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Penta  is  banned  in  several  countries  outside  of  the  United  States  due  to 
health  or  environmental  risks;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  US  EPA  has  classified  Creosote,  another  common  wood  preservative, 
as  a  Group  B1,  probable  human  carcinogen;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Creosote  contains  polycyclic  aromatic  hydrocarbons,  which  are  classified 
as  Persistent  Organic  Pollutants  (POPs)  and  are  listed  on  the  US  EPA's  Priority  List  of 
hazardous  substances;  and, 

WHEREAS,  at  least  314  Superfund  or  chemical  waste  sites  in  the  United  States  have 
been  contaminated  with  Penta  and  31  Superfund  sites  have  been  contaminated  with 
Creosote;  and, 

WHEREAS,  another  common  wood  preservative.  Copper  Chromium  Arsenic  (CCA), 
contains  inorganic  arsenic  which  has  been  classified  by  the  US  EPA  as  a  Group  A,  known 
human  carcinogen;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CCA  also  contains  chromium  VI,  which  is  listed  as  a  chemical  known  to 
cause  cancer  under  California's  Safe  Drinking  Water  and  Toxic  Enforcement  Act  and  has 
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been  classified  by  the  US  EPA  as  a  Group  A,  known  human  carcinogen  of  high  carcinogenic 
hazard;  and, 

WHEREAS,  other  chemicals  used  to  preserve  wood  utility  poles  may  have  adverse

Resolution  initiating  the  Designation  of  a  Landmark  of  the  Old  U.S.  IVIint  bounded  by 
Fifth,  Jessie,  Mint  and  IVIission  Streets,  Blocl<  3704,  Lot  11,  pursuant  to  section  1004.1 
of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code. 

WHEREAS,  the  Old  U.S.  Mint,  constructed  in  1874,  was  designated  as  a  National 
Historic  Landmark  on  July  4,  1961,  and  included  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places 
on  October  15,  1966,  and; 

WHEREAS,  the  Old  U.S.  Mint  is  currently  owned  by  the  United  States  of  America 
acting  by  and  through  its  General  Services  Administration  (the  "GSA"),  and; 

WHEREAS,  the  Old  U.S.  Mint  has  been  closed  to  the  public  since  1993  and  has  been 
vacant  since  1996,  and; 

WHEREAS,  GSA  proposes  to  donate  the  Old  U.S.  Mint  to  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (the  "City"),  at  no  cost,  and  GSA  pursuant  to  Section  106  of  the  National  Historic 
Preservation  Act  and  implementing  regulations  has  determined  that  the  proposed  transfer  of 
the  Old  U.S.  Mint  out  of  Federal  ownership  and  control  may  have  an  "adverse  effect"  upon 
the  historic  nature  of  the  Old  U.S.  Mint,  and; 

WHEREAS,  GSA  and  the  City  acting  by  and  through  the  Mayor  are  in  the  process  of 
negotiating  the  terms  of  the  proposed  donation  and  the  City,  and; 

WHEREAS,  the  City  intends  to  accept  title  to  the  Old  U.S.  Mint  from  GSA  after  the  City 
has  selected  a  develop  and  development  concept,  and; 
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WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  desires  that  the  Old  U.S.  Mint  be  rehabilitated 
and  reused  in  a  manner  that  protects  and  preserves  the  property  consistent  with  its  status  as 
a  National  Historic  Landmark,  now  therefore  be  it; 

RESOLVED,  that  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  does  hereby  initiate  the

Resolution  adopting  interim  controls  that  would,  in  the  Mission  District  in  the  area 
bounded  by  Guerrero  Street,  Cesar  Chavez  Street,  Potrero  Avenue  and  the  Central 
Freeway,  prohibit  certain  tourist  hotels,  prohibit  demolition  of  a  residential  use  except 
to  construct  affordable  housing,  require  mandatory  discretionary  review  and  sign 
posting  for  a  change  of  use,  require  aU  certain  new  market-rate  housing  projects  or 
conversions  to  market-rate  housing  to  obtain  conditional  use  authorization  and  allow 
other  types  of  housing  as  a  permitted  use,  prohibit  an  office  or  information  technology 
use  in  excess  of  1,500  gross  square  feet  in  areas  zoned  M  (Industrial),  and  require 
conditional  use  authorization  for  a  utility  installation  in  areas  zoned  C  (Commercial); 
that  would,  in  the  Valencia  Street  and  24**^  Street  -  Mission  NCDs,  prohibit  conversions 
or  demolitions  of  residential  uses,  prohibit  information  technology  uses,  and  require 
conditional  use  for  a  business  or  professional  service  use  of  more  than  2,000  square 
feet  above  the  1^  story  unless  it  is  a  community  service;  that  would,  in  the  Valencia 
Street  NCD,  permit  use  sizes  up  to  2,000  square  feet  as  a  principal  use,  require  a 
conditional  use  for  use  sizes  above  2,000  square  feet,  and  prohibit  new  tourist  hotels; 
that  would,  on  Mission  Street  from  15^*^  Street  to  Cesar  Chavez  Street  Zoned  NC-3, 
permit  use  sizes  up  to  2,999  square  feet  as  a  principal  use,  require  a  conditional  use  for 
certain  use  sizes  above  2,999  square  feet,  require  all  lots  over  40,000  square  feet  to  ^ 
obtain  a  conditional  use  authorization  for  all  uses,  prohibit  conversions  or  demolition 
of  residential  uses,  prohibit  aft  certain  administrative  service  use§  unless  \Us  they  are  a 

community  service,  and  authorize  a  community  service  on  all  stories,  and  prohibit  an 
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information  technology  use  on  the  1   and  2    stories  and  permit  it  as  a  principal  use  on 
the  3^"^  story  and  above;  that  would,  in  the  Northeast  Mission  Industrial  Zone  (NEMIZ), 
prohibit  any  office  or  information  technology  use  in  excess  of  1,500  gross  square  feet 
unless  it  is  a  community  service,  and  prohibit  new  live/work  projects  and  all 
conversions  of  live/work  to  office;  Adopting  Findings. 

WHEREAS,  The  Commerce  and  Industry  Element  of  San  Francisco's  General  Plan 
advances  Objectives  and  Policies  calling  for  a  balanced  economic  base  for  San  Francisco, 
particularly  those  economic  sectors  that  employ  a  high  percentage  of  San  Franciscans  and 
provide  entry-level  employment  opportunities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  industrial,  manufacturing,  tourist  and  service  sectors  have  a  long 
tradition  in  the  Mission  District's  employment  history,  adding  to  the  Distnct's  diversity  both  as 
an  economic  base  and  as  a  community  that  embraces,  values  and  provides  employment 
opportunities  for  people  v^ith  a  broad  range  of  skills,  trades  and  talents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  economic  vitality  and  health  of  other  major  sectors  of  San  Francisco's 
economy,  such  as  retail,  dov\/ntov^n  office  and  medical  services,  among  others,  depend  on 
adequate  and  essential  support  from  the  industrial,  manufacturing,  entertainment  and  service 
sectors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  availability  of  land  zoned  for  industrial,  manufacturing,  nighttime 
entertainment  and  service  use  has  decreased  progressively  over  the  years,  particularly  by 
construction  of  live/work  and  office  uses  v^hose  ov\/ners  and  tenants  may  find  such  activities 
offensive  and  incompatible,  which  results  in  pressures  to  diminish  the  viability  of  industrial, 
manufacturing,  entertainment  and  service  activity  and  further  convert  industrial  land  to  other 
uses;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  industrial  areas  of  the  Mission  District  have  the  original  zoning 
imposed  when  the  City  first  adopted  a  zoning  law  more  than  fifty  years  ago,  and  these 
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controls  have  not  been  systematically  reviewed  or  revised  since  their  original  adoption;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  use  tables  setting  out  permitted  and  unpermitted  uses  in  the  industrial 
areas  of  the  Mission  District  are  very  out  of  date,  particularly  with  respect  to  the  office  uses 
now  being  introduced  into  the  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  December  15,  1994,  after  three  years  of  public  hearings  concerning 
potential  uses  in  the  Northeast  Mission  Industrial  Zone  (NEMIZ),  the  industrially-zoned  portion 
of  the  Mission  District,  the  Planning  Commission  adopted  Resolution  13794  designating  an 
Industrial  Protection  Zone  (IPZ)  in  the  NEMIZ  and  said  it  was  concerned  about  live/work 
projects,  both  in  new  construction  and  large  conversions,  due  to  their  potential  threat  to  the 
viability  and  stability  of  the  area's  industrial,  manufacturing,  service  and  commercial  activities; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  In  Resolution  13794  the  Commission  stated  its  policy  to  protect  the  NEMIZ 
IPZ  from  all  new  live/work  projects  proposed  for  new  construction  or  conversions  of  industrial 
or  commercial  structures  that  would  include  ten  or  more  live/work  units  in  order  to  insure  that 
the  vitality  of  industry  and  manufacturing  uses  continue  to  add  to  the  economic  diversity  of  the 
NEMIZ  so  that  these  sectors  could  continue  to  provide  employment  opportunities  for  the 
area's  diverse  population  and  to  support  and  maintain  the  vitality  of  the  other  major  sectors  of 
the  economy  of  the  NEMIZ  and  San  Francisco  as  a  whole;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  NEMIZ  has  lost  almost  one-fifth  of  its  developable  land  to  non- 
industrial  uses  in  the  six  years  since  the  Planning  Commission  adopted  Resolution  13794 
designating  an  IPZ  in  the  NEMIZ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  lost  space  accounted  for  approximately  sixty  businesses  providing 
blue-collar  jobs  to  local  residents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  space  developed  in  the  NEMIZ  between  1994  and  2000  provided 
space  for  6,000  new  employees  with  no  new  transportation  fees  paid,  and  very  little  paid  for 
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new  housing  and  child  care;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  August  13,  1998,  the  Planning  Department  presented  its  Land  Use 
Study  -  Status  Report  to  the  Planning  Commission  to  further  discuss  land  use  policy  in 
industrial  areas;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  8,  1999,  the  Planning  Department  issued  its  Zoning  Options  for 
Industrial  Land  to  address  the  issues  and  analyze  the  potential  conflicts  between  live/work 
and  other  types  of  development  and  to  recommend  certain  actions  aimed  at  balancing  the 
needs  of  live/work  development  and  the  industrial,  manufacturing,  tourist,  maritime  and 
service  sectors  in  order  to  protect  the  public  health,  safety  and  welfare;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  22,  1999,  the  Planning  Commission  held  a  public  hearing  on  the 
Zoning  Options  Study,  and  four  options  for  interim  zoning  controls;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  13,  1999,  after  a  public  hearing,  the  Planning  Commission 
adopted  Resolution  14825,  which  initiated  imposition  of  the  interim  zoning  controls;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  August  5,  1999,  after  a  public  hearing,  the  Planning  Commission 
adopted  Resolution  14861  imposing  interim  zoning  controls  for  a  period  of  eighteen  months, 
which  created  an  IPZ  where  new  live/work  uses  would  not  be  permitted,  a  mixed-use  housing 
zone  where  live/work  uses  would  be  encouraged,  and  buffer  zones  where  live/work  uses 
would  require  conditional  use  authorization;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  nineteen  months  since  August  5,  1999  the  Planning  Commission 
has  failed  to  initiate  or  adopt  permanent  zoning  controls  in  the  industrial  zones  despite 
Planning  Code  requirements  that  the  Planning  Department  shall  do  a  planning  study  and 
propose  permanent  legislation  duhng  the  pendency  of  the  interim  controls  and  make  reports 
at  a  public  hearing  at  least  every  six  months  regarding  the  status  of  the  permanent  controls; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  On  November  2,  2000,  after  a  public  hearing,  the  Planning  Commission 
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adopted  Resolution  16020  extending  the  interim  controls  to  August  4,  2001 ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  issues  related  to  development  in  industrial  areas  have  been  raised  by  the 
public  during  Planning  Commssion  hearings  since  June  1997;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Since  January  of  1997,  when  residents  of  the  Mission  District  began 
asking  the  Planning  Commission  to  control  live/work  development  because  of  the  adverse 
effects  those  projects  were  having  on  the  District,  the  City  has  approved  live/work  projects  in 
the  NEMIZ  at  an  accelerating  pace;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Despite  its  policy  against  live/work  development  in  the  NEMIZ  IPZ, 
adopted  in  Resolution  13794,  the  Planning  Commission  has  approved  every  live/work  project 
proposed  in  the  NEMIZ  IPZ  for  a  total  of  1 30  units;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  has  approved  585  units  of  live/work  in  the  non- 
IPZ  area  of  the  NEMIZ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  With  the  exception  of  Project  Artaud,  all  of  the  live/work  units  in  the 
Mission  District  have  been  market-rate  units  with  no  affordable  units;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Construction  of  housing  in  the  NEMIZ  requires  conditional  use 
authorization,  setbacks  and  some  inclusionary  affordable  units,  but  "artist  live/work"  is  a 
permitted  use  with  no  required  setbacks  or  inclusionary  affordable  units;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Construction  of  housing  has  not  occurred  in  the  NEMIZ  because  it  is  less 
favored  than  "artist  live/work"  use,  skewing  the  production  of  new  housing  to  upper-income, 
non-family,  non-affordable  housing  in  an  area  where  low-income,  family-housing 
predominates;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Construction  of  and  conversion  of  other  uses  to  office  space  has  resulted 
in  hundreds  of  thousands  of  square  feet  of  new  office  space  in  the  NEMIZ,  generally  rented  at 
levels  comparable  to  downtown  office  space;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  amount  of  live/work  and  office  space  added  to  the  NEMIZ  has 
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resulted  in  the  dislocation  and  removal  of  businesses,  nonprofits,  and  arts  organizations  from 
the  Mission  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mission  Street  commercial  corridor,  zoned  NC-3,  has  not  been 
reviewed  for  over  a  decade  and  needs  evaluation  as  to  appropriate  zoning  for  large  parcels  to 
ensure  the  appropriate  mix  of  housing,  community-serving  businesses,  nonprofit 
organizations,  arts  activities,  public  uses,  and  commercial  spaces;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mission  Street  commercial  corridor  is  an  untapped  resource  for 
transit-intensive,  high-density  housing,  as  well  as  commercial  development;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  remain  few  large  lots  on  the  Mission  Street  commercial  corridor  that 
can  be  developed  with  significant  affordable  housing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Community-serving  businesses,  nonprofits,  and  arts  organizations  have 
been  increasingly  displaced  as  office  uses  move  from  downtown  to  Mission  Street;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  neighborhood-serving  pedestrian  character  of  Valencia,  Mission  and 
24'^  Streets  have  been  compromised  by  an  influx  of  information  technology  office 
conversions,  causing  nsing  rents  and  evictions  for  long-time  resident-serving  businesses  and 
nonprofit  organizations  to  make  space  for  businesses  which  do  not  serve  the  general  public; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  "business  service"  category  has  been  used  to  introduce  services  like 
"information  technology"  that  provide  no  services  to  the  general  public;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  changes  of  use  have  caused  irreparable  harm  to  the  Mission 
District  business  community,  resulting  in  evictions  from  the  Bayview  Bank  Building  of  over  25 
nonprofit  organizations,  media,  lawyers,  accountants  and  others  who  have  provided  long-time 
services  to  local  residents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  was  a  41%  increase  in  average  commercial  lease  rates  in  the 
Mission  District  between  1997  and  1999;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  to  create  a  "community  service"  use  category,  which  allows 
nonprofits,  arts  activities  and  community-serving  small  businesses  to  be  located  where 
commercial  uses  which  do  not  provide  direct  services  to  Mission  District  residents  may  be 
inappropriate;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  to  create  an  "information  technology"  category  until  the  City 
is  able  to  revise  the  Planning  Code  language,  which  currently  does  not  provide  for  such  uses; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Housing  units  throughout  commercially-zoned  areas  of  the  Mission  District 
have  been  eliminated  through  conversions  to  other  uses,  either  for  larger  commercial  or 
residential  spaces;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Tourist  hotels  attract  tourist-serving  businesses  in  place  of  affordable 
services  for  the  residents  and  business  community;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  recent  years,  construction  of  lower-income  housing  in  the  Mission 
District  has  fallen  considerably  short  of  demand;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Lower-income  households  in  the  Mission  District  have  become  even  more 
overcrowded,  face  ever  escalating  rents,  and  are  being  forced  to  leave  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  largest  amount  of  new  housing  in  the  Mission  District  has  been  in 
live/work  units,  which  are  not  affordable,  do  not  provide  family  housing,  and  occupy  land 
which  will  never  be  available  for  affordable  housing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Most  of  the  housing  and  all  of  the  live/work  units  which  have  been  recently 
constructed  in  the  Mission  District  have  no  affordable  units  because  the  projects  are  being 
constructed  in  sizes  just  under  the  threshold  that  would  trigger  the  requirement  to  provide 
affordable  units  or  as  live/work  which  requires  no  affordability  at  all;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  currently  proposing  legislation  to  reduce  the 

inclusionary  housing  threshold  and  require  inclusionary  units  in  live/work  projects;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  City  Planning  Code  Section  306.7  authorizes  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
impose  interim  controls  temporarily  suspending  the  approval  of  permits  and  other  land  use 
authorizations  in  conflict  v^ith  a  contemplated  zoning  proposal  which  the  Board,  the  Planning 
Commission,  or  the  Department  of  Planning  is  considering  or  intends  to  study  v^ithin  a 
reasonable  period  of  time;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Interim  controls  are  authorized  to  control  uses  v^hich  are  having  an 
adverse  impact  on  areas  of  mixed  residential  and  commercial  uses  in  order  to  preserve  the 
existing  character  of  such  neighborhoods  and  areas;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Interim  controls  are  authorized  to  conserve  the  commerce  and  industry  of 
the  City  in  order  to  maintain  the  economic  vitality  of  the  City,  to  provide  its  citizens  with 
adequate  jobs  and  business  opportunities,  and  to  maintain  adequate  services  for  its  residents, 
visitors,  businesses,  and  institutions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  these  interim  controls  are  necessary 
in  order  to  direct  office  development  into  the  Downtown  core  where  there  is  transit  capacity,  to 
protect  residential  and  mixed-use  areas  of  the  City  where  office  developments  are 
proliferating,  and  to  prevent  displacement  of  other  viable  economic  uses  which  provide 
needed  services  and  employment  to  San  Francisco  residents  until  the  Department  of  City 
Planning  can  complete  studies  of  appropriate  General  Plan,  Zoning  Map,  and  Planning  Code 
amendments  for  these  areas;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  these  interim  controls  enhance  and 
are  consistent  with  the  purpose  of  the  Planning  Code  as  set  forth  in  Section  1 01  and  with  the 
Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1  in  that:  (a)  they  conserve  and  protect  existing 
housing  and  neighborhood  character  (Policies  2  and  3)  by  prohibiting  the  conversion  and 
demolition  of  residential  uses  and  by  prohibiting  or  requinng  conditional  use  for  certain  large 
non-retail  uses;  (b)  they  maintain  a  diverse  economic  base  by  protecting  the  City's  industrial 
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and  service  sectors  from  displacement  due  to  commercial  office  development  (Policy  5);  and 
(c)  they  have  no  impact  on  existing  neighborhood-serving  retail  uses  or  resident  employment 
(Policy  1),  commuter  traffic  or  transit  service  (Policy  4),  earthquake  preparedness  (Policy  6), 
landmarks  and  historic  buildings  (Policy  7),  or  parks  and  open  space  (Policy  8);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  authorized  by  Planning  Code  Section  306.7(c) 
to  initiate  the  procedure  for  imposing  interim  controls  by  a  resolution  adopted  by  majority  vote; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  interim  controls  set  forth  below  are  hereby  imposed  on  all 
property  within  the  defined  sub-areas.  No  City  agency,  board,  commission,  officer,  or 
employee  may  approve  any  demolition  permit,  site  permit,  building  permit,  grading  permit, 
conditional  use  authorization,  or  any  other  land  use  entitlement  inconsistent  with  the  following 
controls  for  as  long  as  they  are  in  effect: 

(a)     The  Mission  District  in  the  Area  Bounded  by  Guerrero  Street,  Cesar 
Chavez  Street,  Potrero  Avenue,  and  the  Central  Freeway. 

(i)      New  tourist  hotels  are  not  permitted  unless  such  hotels  contain  9  or  more  single 


room  occupancv  rooms  or  apartments  for  rent  of  which  at  least  40%  will  be  rented  at  below

WHEREAS,  Carl  Anthony  is  the  founder  and  Executive  Director  of 
the  Urban  Habitat  Program  (UHP) ,  a  non-profit  environmental  justice 
organization  which  advocates  for  sustainable  urban  development, 
creation  of  healthy  urban  environments,  preservation  of  open  space  and 
livable  communities  as  well  as  the  promotion  of  social  justice  and 
multi-cultural  urban  leadership;  and 

WHEREAS,  From  1991  to  1997,  Carl  Anthony  was  the  President  of 
Earth  Island  Institute,  a  non-profit  organization  dedicated  to  the 
conservation,  preservation  and  restoration  of  the  Earth' s  natural

WHEREAS,  From  1993  through  1995,  Carl  Anthony  was  Chair  and

WHEREAS,  Electronics  contain  lead,  cadmium,  mercury,  hexavalenfchromium, 
polyvinyl  chloride,  brominated  flame  retardant  and  other  materials  that  can  pose  hazards  to 
human  health  and  the  environment  when  handled  improperly;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Only  14%  of  personal  computers  that  became  obsolete  in  1998  were 
recycled  or  refurbished^;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  been  a  leader  in  electronics 
reuse  and  recycling,  and  implemented  a  number  of  programs  costing  millions  of  dollars  to

Resolution  commending  the  Department  of  Public  Health  for  serving  as  the  lead 
agency  to  the  Families  in  SROs  Workgroup  and  the  release  of  its  Report  on  Families 
With  Children  Living  in  Single  Room  Occupancy  Hotels  in  San  Francisco;  and  adopting 
the  report  findings  in  order  to  ameliorate  problems  for  families  with  children  living  in 
SRC  hotels. 

WHEREAS,  In  1998,  the  SRO  Hotel  Safety  and  Stabilization  Task  Force  was  created 
to  better  coordinate  emergency  services  for  fire  survivors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  estimated  that  457  Single  Room  Occupancy  Hotels  (SROs)  are  in 
existence  with  over  16,000  residential  units  and  27  of  these  hotels  are  master-leased  by  the 
City  and/or  contracted  out  to  community  based  organizations  for  management;  and  as  such, 
are  routinely  monitored  for  compliance  to  environmental  health  standards;  and 

WHEREAS,  Of  the  near  900  families  served  by  the  Department  of  Human  Services 
Family  Shelter  Placement  Program  during  the  first  9  months  of  Fiscal  Year  2000-2001 ,  25% 
of  those  families  identified  SRO  hotels  as  their  prior  living  situation  and  8  %  of  those  families 
were  noted  as  leaving  to  an  SRO  hotel;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Most  SRO  hotels  are  located  in  the  Mission,  Tenderloin,  Chinatown,  and 


South  of  Mark9P  neighborhoods  and  these  hotels  typically  do  not  have  refrigerators,  stoves, 
or  proper  storage  areas  to  keep  food,  as  well,  families  with  children  typically  live  in  a  8'x10' 
room  and  pay  hotel  owners  between  $  250  to  $  500  dollars  per  week;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  It  is  known  that  one  in  three  hotel  tenants  is  infected  with  tuberculosis, 
and  children  in  shelters  have  shown  as  high  as  a  70%  rate  of  delay  in  immunizations  in 
comparison  to  22%  among  poor,  housed  children,  and 

WHEREAS,  It  has  been  implied  that  SRO  Hotels  do  not  offer  a  safe  and  sustainable 
environment  for  San  Francisco's  low  income  residents,  seniors  and  children  and  their 
families;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1999,  SRO  residents  and  advocated  organized  and  recommended  to 
city  officials  that  issues  facing  SRO  residents  and  families  were  not  being  addressed, 
whereby  creating  a  "San  Francisco  Families  in  SROs  Workgroup";  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Workgroup  assisted  in  providing  a  substantive  voice  to  SRO  families 
and  residents  by  delving  into  the  issues  and  conditions  of  SRO  hotels  and  bringing  them  to 
the  forefront;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  workgroup  findings  were  a  culmination  of  the  work  of  the  SRO  Task 
Force  and  were  submitted  to  city  departments  in  April  of  2001 ;  these  findings  outlined  the 
problems  facing  people  living  in  SRO  hotels  and  provided  clear  recommendations  for  the  city 
to  follow  in  improving  the  conditions  at  SRO  hotels;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  does 
hereby  commend  the  Department  of  Public  Health  for  serving  as  the  lead  city  department  for 
the  Families  in  SROs  Workgroup  beginning  the  Spring  of  2000;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  does  hereby  adopt  the 
following  recommendations  forwarded  by  the  Families  in  SROs  Workgroup,  which  include:  1) 
Institutionalizing  a  continuous  improvement  process  between  departments,  families,  living  in 
SROs  and  their  advocates  by  having  the  Department  of  Public  Health  serve  as  the  lead

Families,  the  Department  of  Human  Services,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Homelessness,  the

WHEREAS,  Frequent  use  of  the  Emergency  Department  reflects  the  urban  social 
problems  of  homelessness,  poverty,  alcohol  abuse  and  chronic  illness;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Often  times,  hospital  emergency  departments  because  of  their  inability  to 
serve  all  clients  that  are  transported  to  the  emergency  room  will  go  into  what  is  known  as 
diversion;  and 

WHEREAS,  Diversion  is  the  practice  of  redirecting  an  ambulance  away  from  a 
hospital's  emergency  department  and  has  become  a  well  documented  national  phenomena; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  underlying  causes  for  diversion,  and  hospital  and  emergency 
department  overcrowding  include:  Increased  complexity  and  acuity  of  patients  presenting  to 
emergency  departments;  overall,  increase  in  patient  volume;  lack  of  beds  for  patients 
admitted  to  hospitals;  and  shortage  of  physical  plant  space  within  the  emergency  department; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Diversion  prevents  patients  from  reaching  their  hospital  of  choice,  and 
slows  the  inflow  of  patients  and  redistributes  them  to  hospitals  of  choice;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Diversion  may  be  one  strategy  to  cope  with  the  temporary  mismatches  of 
demand  for  emergency  care  and  supply  of  emergency  care  treatment  capacity,  however,  it 
does  nothing  to  improve  the  outflow  of  patients  from  a  hospital;  and.

impact  on  the  Texans  due  to  the  minimal  number  of  union  troops  to  enforce  the  new  executive

WHEREAS,  However,  with  the  surrender  of  General  Lee  in  April  of  1 865,  and  the 
arrival  of  General  Granger's  Regiment,  the  forces  were  finally  strong  enough  to  influence  and 
overcome  the  resistance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  With  the  issuance  of  General  Order  Number  3  by  General  Granger,  the 
emancipation  of  slaves  in  Texas  was  reaffirmed;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recounting  the  memories  of  that  great  day  in  June  of  1865  and  its 
festivities  would  serve  as  motivation  as  well  as  a  release  from  the  growing  pressures 
encountered  in  their  new  territory;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  celebration  of  June  19th  was  coined  "Juneteenth"  and  grew  with  more 
participation  from  descendants.  The  Juneteenth  celebration  was  a  time  for  reassuring  each 
other,  for  praying  and  for  gathering  remaining  family  members;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Rodeos,  fishing,  barbecuing  and  baseball  are  just  a  few  of  the  typical 
Juneteenth  activities  you  may  witness  today.  Juneteenth  is  almost  always  focused  on 
education  and  self-improvement.

establishing  the  membership,  staffing  and  scope  of  work  for  the  Working  Group;  and 
establishing  August  1,  2001  as  the  date  the  Working  Group  will  provide  its 
recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  San  Francisco  County 
Transportation  Authority  regarding  existing  and  potential  funding  sources,  including  a 
potential  General  Obligation  bond  issue,  that  are  most  appropriate  to  meet  these  capital 
needs. 

WHEREAS,  Over  the  last  decade  San  Francisco  has  experienced  a  significant  increase 
in  congestion  conditions  on  City  streets;  and 

WHEREAS,  Over  the  same  period,  as  a  result  of  increased  street  congestion,  the 
number  of  accidents  and  fatalities  involving  pedestrians  and  bicyclists  has  registered  an 
alarming  increase;  and 

WHEREAS,  People  with  disabilities  and  seniors  are  particularly  vulnerable  to  these 
unsafe  or  inaccessible  conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  recommendations  of  the  San  Francisco  County 
Transportation  Authority's  (Authority)  Strategic  Analysis  Report  (SAR)  No:  97-3,  a  Traffic 
Calming  Working  Group  was  created  to  help  develop  a  policy  for  the  implementation  of 
measures  tending  to  the  improvement  of  pedestrian  safety  conditions  in  the  neighborhoods, 
and  establishing  a  pilot  study  in  Bernal  Heights;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Working  Group  has  developed  a  number  of  specific  recommendations 
for  improving  pedestrian  safety  and  bicycle  safety  conditions,  including  a  list  of  the  neediest 
corridors  in  the  city;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  latest  Infrastructure  Assessment  Report,  prepared  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  in  December  of  1999,  identified  a  backlog  of  over  $140  million  in  street 
resurfacing,  curb  ramp  construction,  sidewalk  repair,  and  street  structure  repair  needs  in  San 
Francisco  and  more  recent  estimates  indicate  that  the  backlog  has  increased;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  behooves  the  City  to  identify  funding  sources  and  proceed  with  the 
maintenance  and  rehabilitation  needs  identified  above,  to  avoid  the  need  for  complete 
reconstruction  later,  at  seven  times  the  cost  of  rehabilitation;  and 

WHEREAS,  Current  transportation  revenues,  including  the  local  half-cent  sales  tax  for 
transportation,  are  insufficient  to  address  the  backlog,  and  it  is  anticipated  that,  at  the  current 
pace.  Proposition  B  revenues  for  the  above  purposes  will  be  depleted  in  2007;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  clear  that  the  pace  of  repair  of  city  streets,  including  pedestrian  safety 
programs  such  as  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic's  Livable  Streets  and  School  Area 
Safety  programs,  is  slowed  down  by  lack  of  availability  of  funds,  and  that  considerable 
progress  could  be  made  in  preventing  unnecessary  pedestrian  and  bicyclists'  deaths  and 
injuries  if  additional  funding  was  made  available  in  the  short  and  medium  term;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  critical,  in  order  to  ensure  the  success  of  any  approach  to  the  issue  of 
pedestrian  and  bicycle  safety  that  the  approach  be  sensitive  to  the  particular  character  and 
accessibility  needs  and  desires  of  the  affected  neighborhoods;  now  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  it  urgent  to  address 
the  issue  of  the  condition  of  City  streets  and  the  impact  of  street  and  sidewalk  design  on 
pedestrian  and  bicyclists'  safety  and  disability  access;  and  be  it  further 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  establishes  the 
Pedestrian  Safety  and  Street  Resurfacing  Working  Group  (Pedestrian  Working  Group)  to

[Battery  Recycling  Program] 

Resolution  urging  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  request  that  City 
departments  purchase  and  use  only  rechargeable  batteries  and  urging  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  to  increase  battery  recycling. 

WHEREAS,  the  Sustainability  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  establishes  the 
goal  of  minimizing  risks  to  human  health  and  the  environment  by  striving  to  eliminate 
hazardous  materials  and  hazardous  waste;  and, 

WHEREAS,  batteries  containing  cadmium,  mercury,  silver,  lead,  cobalt,  nickel,  zinc  or 
other  heavy  metals  may  be  toxic,  hazardous  materials  or  hazardous  waste;  and, 

WHEREAS,  possible  health  effects  associated  with  ingestion  or  inhalation  of  water, 
food,  or  air  that  has  been  contaminated  with  high  levels  of  cadmium,  mercury,  and  other 
heavy  metals  range  from  headaches  and  abdominal  discomfort  to  seizures,  cancer,  comas, 
and  even  death;  and, 

WHEREAS,  cadmium  is  an  acutely  toxic  metal  and  a  known  carcinogen  that  has  been 
shown  to  have  the  following  toxicological  effects:  lung,  liver,  and  kidney  damage,  fragile 
bones,  anemia,  and  decrease  in  male  fertility;  and, 

WHEREAS,  one  pre-1996  mercury  battery  in  six  tons  of  trash  exceeds  the  federal 
government's  allowable  limit  for  mercury  in  solid  waste;  and, 

WHEREAS,  most  batteries  are  discarded  with  ordinary  municipal  solid  waste  rather 
than  recycled  or  treated  as  hazardous  waste;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  landfills,  heavy  metals  in  batteries  have  the  potential  to  leach  into  soil, 
ground  water,  and  surface  water;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  emissions  from  municipal  solid  waste  incineration  are  a  major  source  of 
both  air  and  water  pollution,  leading  to  bioaccumulation  of  mercury  and  cadmium  in  the  food 
chain;  and, 

WHEREAS,  batteries  mixed  with  municipal  solid  waste  have  the  potential  to  explode, 
cause  fires,  or  harm  workers  when  processed;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  goal  of  the  federal  Mercury-Containing  and  Rechargeable  Battery 
Management  Act  of  1996  (Battery  Act)  is  to  phase  out  the  use  of  mercury  in  batteries  and 
encourage  increased  recycling  of  used  nickel-cadmium  batteries  (Ni-Cd),  small  sealed  lead- 
acid  batteries  (SSLA),  and  certain  other  batteries  by  making  battery  recycling  efficient  and 
cost-effective;  and, 

WHEREAS,  small,  round  "button  cell"  batteries  are  allowed  to  contain  up  to  25mg 
mercury  under  the  Battery  Act,  and  may  also  contain  silver,  cadmium,  or  other  heavy  metals; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  it  is  likely  that  a  significant  number  of  batteries  containing  mercury  that 
were  manufactured  prior  to  passage  of  the  Battery  Act  have  yet  to  be  disposed;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Ni-CD  rechargeable  batteries  were  estimated  to  contribute  approximately 
54  percent  of  the  cadmium  found  in  municipal  solid  waste  in  1 998;  and, 

WHEREAS,  a  rechargeable  battery  that  can  be  charged  up  to  1 ,000  times  can 
substitute  for  hundreds  of  single-use  batteries  over  its  useful  life;  and, 

WHEREAS,  US  EPA  reported  in  1997  that  80  percent  of  rechargeable  batteries  were 
composed  of  nickel  and  cadmium;  and, 

WHEREAS,  both  rechargeable  Ni-MH  and  rechargeable  alkaline  batteries  are  available 
in  standard  sizes,  which  make  them  appropriate  for  most  battery-powered  consumer  devices, 
such  as  pagers,  flashlights,  cameras,  personal  stereos,  etc.;  and. 
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WHEREAS;  several  states  including  Florida,  Iowa,  Minnesota,  New  Jersey,  Rhode 
Island,  and  Vermont  have  required  manufacturers  and  marketers  of  rechargeable  batteries 
and  rechargeable  battery-powered  products  to  implement  programs  to  inform  consumers  of 
disposal  laws  for  rechargeable  batteries:  ensure  batteries  and  battery-powered  products  are 
labeled  to  show  electrolyte  and  disposal  options;  and  properly  collect,  transport,  and  recycle 
or  dispose  of  the  batteries  and  products;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
urges  that  any  City  department  seeking  to  purchase  batteries  shall  request  in  the 
specifications  for  procurement  of  batteries,  that  bidders  offer  rechargeable  batteries,  with
